HIGH TREASON. 





MAIDSTONE, APRIL II. 


We were enabled in our laft, by our Correfpondent 
at Maidftone, to give a lift of the Grand Jury, and a 
{ketch of Justice Burrer’s Addrefsg fo far as it 
went it was perfectly correct. We now prefent our 
readers with a complete copy. 

Gentlemen of the Grand Fury, : y . 

“ As we are convened here under a Commiflion which his Ma- 
jefty has been . pleafed to appoint for fpecial re. and not 
in the ordinary courfe of the adminittration of juftice, it may 
naturally be expeéted that I fhould fay fomething on the occafion 
of our affembling here ;—to enable me to do lo, 1 have no guide 
but the Commiton which I bear for us; depofitions are re~ 
turned according to the univerfal practice of Courts of Jultice 
in criminal proceedings ; probably that has arifeo from the cir- 
cumflance of the indiétment for High Treafon being, as is u- 
fually the cafe, prepared by the Ofticers of the Crown, and not 
by thofe of the Court. In many cafes the returns may‘be very 
uleful ; becaufe it is as material in ‘Treafon as it is in Felony, that 
the Court fhould fee the depofitions, to enable them the better 
to point out the grand features of the cafe, to prefent to your 
confiderfation the facts and circumftances that are moft effeotial 
for you to apply your attention to, when you come to confider 
the effect and the bearing of the evidence. 

“ At prefent, however, J know nothing of the circumftances 
of the matter that are to be laid before you, except that the of- 
fence charged to be inquired into is High Treafon; and there- 
fore I can only lay down the law upon that fubject from the beft 
authorities, as they are to be found in onr books, accompanied 
with a few obfervations, with a hope that fome of them may 
be of ufe. 1f they fhould be applicable to the cafe that fhall ap- 
pear before you, they will be applied as they fhall deferve to 
be; and if, in the courfe of the proceedings, any queftion fhould 
arife in your minds on which you defire information, you will 
be pleafed to apply to us, and the Court will be ready to give 
you every affiftance in its po-ver. 

“ Our inquiries, as appears by our Commiffion, are ‘to be con- 
fined to High Treafon, and Mifprifion of Treafon, It was the 
happinefs of this country, for a feries of years, to be almoft 
itrangers to the crime of Treafon, until new principles and opi- 
nions were adopted in France, which have unfortunately mifled 
the minds of unthinking people, and which were broached by 
the difcontented in this country, who have purfued fome means 
which tend to the introdaction of the fame kind of anarchy and 
coufufion which lately prevailed in France,——Succefsful as thofe 
opinions have been in France, and extenfive as has been their 
influence, they cannot make way in the minds and affections of 
the fteady and the fober part of the people of this country ; he- 
caufe our Conttitution fhews us, that men may, with us, live 
happy, if they pleafe ; and the law, fhews equal protection, from 
the higheft to the loweft, to all the members of our communi- 
ty. In the preferit ftate of our Conftitution and Government, 
we have nothing to fear from power and authority ; for the Ci- 
vil Magiftrate can act only on thé advice, but fuch as the law of 
the realm fanétions, We have full fecurity for our freedom ; 
for no law can be enaéted which will not render every member 
of the Legiflatore liable to its effect as well as the poureft fub- 
ject in the realm; and the law, while it reftrains vice, is alfo

or meafure of a@ion for the rich, and another for the poor; 
both are equally governed by the law; rank, fortune and au- 
thority have, with us, no power to opprefs the necdy; every 
crime which one man may commit towards another is prohibit- 
ed, and the aggreflion is punifhed by the law; every grievance 
which a man feels, every injury he fuftains, is redrefled and re- 
paired by the law. 

“ It is in this fyftem of human fociety that true and valuable 
—— confifts, - Difference of rank and ftation is the certain 
effect of fuch a. fyftem: men by fuperior talents and fuperior 
application, excel their neighbours; and virtue itfelf would be 
xeft without one of its happieft incentives, if the prudent and 
induftrious were put a we a footing with the diflipated and the 
idle. It may perhaps feem ftrange to fome, that a number of 
men fhould with to adopt another form of Government, but it 
was the obfervation of a very wife man, that “ he ‘who gaes 
and tells the multitude that they are not governed as they ought 
to be, will never want hearers.” The reafon for it is a very 
plain one; the fecrets that belong to a Government, the diffi- 
culties and perplexities of it are great, and almoit innumerable; 
they are alfo, many of them at leaft, inevitable, and the people 
at large have not fufficient judgment to confider duly of thefe 
things. mong thefe difadvantages, that are infeparable from 
every ftate, much mifchief may be done by defigning men; 
much indeed has been done, by dwelling upon imperfections 
which are infeparable from every human fyftem, and by imput- 
ing all the evils which happen to a ftate to the general corruption 
of its rulers; by which artifice the people are taught, that they 
ought for their own fafety, to take the Government into their 
own hands. ‘They would do well to confider, whether any 
change of Government could ferve them. They would do well 
to remember, that Government; even if Monarchy were no 
—_ of it, mutt from the nature of the thing, foon fall into the 

ands of a few, and the tondition of the mafs of the people 
muft always remain the fame. Under our prefent fyftem, we 
fee daily that private individpals, by the due and diligent appli- 
cation of their_talents, acquire large fortunes, and obtain the 
higheft ranks and: honours; of the truth of this, the inftances 
are numerous in. every department. But as no ftate ever did 
nor ever could fatisfy all defcriptions of men, we have had, and 
we {till have, thofe who are difcontented. One man thinks his 
meritsare neglecied, and imputes the fault to the Government 
under which he lives, although in truth he may over-rate his 
value. Others have brought themfelves' tu indigence or embar- 
rafiment by their own imprudence, and conceive that a general 
change of things will better their condition ; fucha defcription 
: a look to anarchy and confufion as the chance of their ree: 
ief. 

* In the due adminiftration of the law, and the regular courfe 
of Government, they can hope for no advantage, They are 
in hatte to better their condition ; they therefore .wifh for that 
diforder in the ftate, by which they hope, but they vainly 
hope; to obtain, in a day, and on the fudden, that affluence and 
honour which is properly the reward ouly of a virtuous and a 
long life. Sach men have exifted, more or lefs numeroufly, at 
all times, and it has been the policy of the lawof England to 

te To guard againft fuch rur- 
bulert fpirits, the common law, and alfo the ftatutes, have 
made various provifions. The ancient defcription of High 
Treafon was, by the law of the land, the machinations of the 
heart in its difaffection to the Government; and the fault was 
fhortly ftated to be in the heart. But our anceftors faid, moit 
wifely, by a fubfequenc ftatute, that a man fhould not be con- 
victed of that crime for intention only; and therefore they di- 
rected, that there fhould be evidence of an overt a& to mani- 


nicnt which is to contain the {pecific overt as. ‘lhis was a 
wife and humane law, for by it the accufed learns what it is 
he is to defend. In this exifts the feundation of our law of 
Treafon, as it has been underftood for ages; by it our anceftors

ate Anhesing to the King’s enemies is to be defined and pro- 
ved by any act which tends to ftrengthen the enemics of the 
King, or to weaken his hands, The fending money or intelli- 
gence, with intent to be conveyed to the euemy, although nei- 
ther fuch moncy nor fuchvintelligence ever arrive into the hands 
of the enemy, is High Treafon, The reafou is plain—the par- 
ty, in fuch cafe, has done all he could. His evil intentions are 
manifetted by his ations, and the Treafon is perfect, although 
the miichicf never took effect. Another point to be obferved 
is, thatin treafon there are no acceffaries—all are principals.— 
The act of one perlon, in purfuance of the orders of another, 
provided the defign be treafonadle, is the act of all who are 
conceriied im the intention. All, in fuch case, are €Gftully 

uilty. . 
w. Lassimens for High Treafon generally run into confider- 
able length; becaufe, atcer ftating the neceflary forms of law, 
they ftate ali the facts which are intended to be eftablifbed by 
evidence, as a proof of the general intention, Thefe facts are 
called in law “ Overt Acts; but, although many fuch acts 
are charged in the indictn:ent, and are not proved, yet if one 
of them, being matcrial, be fatisfatorily proved, that is fufli- 
cient to fupport the indictment. 

“ The ftatute of the 33d year of the prefent reign is next to 
be taken notice of. It is an act for more effeually preventing 
Traitorous Correfpondence, or aid or afliftance being given to 
his Majetty’s enemies during the prefent war with France —By 
it, it is enacted, “ That, — the war, if any perfon reliding 
or being in Great Britain, fhall, knowingly avd wilfully, on his 
own account or credit, or on the aecount or credit, or by the 
dire@tion of any other perfon or perfons whomfoever, or where- 
foever refident, buy, fell, fupply or deliver, or fend for the pur- 
pofe of being fold, fupplied or delivered, or fhall, knowingly or 
wilfully, either on his own account, or on the account or credit, 
or by the direction of any other perfon or perfons whomfoever, 
or wherefoever refident or being, caufe or procure it to be fold, 
fupplied or delivered, or authorife or direct any other perfon or 

erfons whomfvever, or wherefvever refident or being, to fend, 
fopply or deliver, or to fend for the purpofe of being fold, fup- 
plied or delivered, or thall, knowingly and wilfully, aid and aflift 
in fo felling, fupplying, or in authorifing to fell, fupply, &c. or 
to fend for the purpofe of being fold, fupplied, &c. to or for the

“ @ try wd a&t was paffed in the 33d ycar of the prefent reign, 
jntitled * An a& for the Safety and Prefervation of his Majef- 
ty’s Perfon and Government againft Treafonable and Seditious 
Practices and Attempts,” by which it is enacted, “ That if 
any perfon, &c. fhall, within the realm or without, compafs, 
imagine, invent, devife; or intend death or deftruction, or any 
bodily harm tending to death or deftruction, maiming, wouna- 
ing, imprifonment, or reftraint of the King’s perfon, his beirs or 
fucceffors, or to deprive or depofe him or them from the ftyle, 
honour or kingly name of the Imperial Crown of this realm, or 
of any other of his Majefty’s dominions or countries; of to levy 
war againft his Majefty, his heirs or {ucceffors within this realm, 
in order by force,or conftraint to compel him or them to change 
‘his or their meafures or councils, or in order to put any force 
or reftraint upon, or to intimidate or overawe both Houfes, or 
either Houfe of Parliament; or to move or ftir any foreigner 
or ftranger to invade this realm, or any other his Majeity’s do- 
minions or countries under the obeifance cf his Majefty, his 
heirs or fucceffors, and fuch compaflings, imaginings, inven- 
tions, deviies or intentions, which they or any of them fhall ex- 
prefs, utter or declare, by publifhing any printing or writing, 
or by any overt act er deed, being legally convicted thereof u- 
pon the oathe of two lawful and creditable witnefies, &c. then 
every fuch perfon fo as aforefaid offending fhall be adjudged ‘a 
traitor, and ihal! be guilty of High ‘Treafon.”” 

* Such is the fubftance of thefe modern aéts: Whether they 
be mere affirmants of the common law, or whether they ftate 
fuch aéts to be T'reafon as were not fuch before thefe ftatutcs, is 
not a point neceflary to be now difcufled. The principle of thy 
bills is only following up that which has been often heid to be 
Treafon ; and as there might have been fome doubts entertained 
by fome, the Legiflature acted wifely in making the law plain 
and clear to the meaneft capacity. . 

“* Gentlemen, I am not aware that there is any commitment 
for Mifprifion of Treafon to come before you; and therefore I 
have not detained you with any obfervations upon that fubject. 
—If thefe few obfervations fhall afford to you any informacion 
or relief in the difcharge of your duty in the courfe of your in- 
quiry, the end and object of them will be fully anfwered. If 
they co not, I hope you will think I have not occupied any in- 
ordinate portion of your time.” 

The Grand Jury then withdrew for the purpofe of confider- 
ing the bill to be prefented to them. 

Bills of indiétment for High Treafon have been found againft 
all che prifoners—namely, Meff. O’Connor, Bisns, Quigley, 
Alleyn, and Mr. O'Connor's fervant Leary, ‘Phe Court ad- 
journed te the 3orh init. when they will be arraigned. 

The Counfel for the Crown are, the Attorney and Solicitor 
General, Mr Adam, Mr Garrow, and others. Thofe who are 
to conduct the defence of the prifoners have not yet been named ; 
though Meffrs. Scott, Ferguilon, and Guerney attended the 
Court on their behalf. 

We underftand that the evidence which Mr Erfkine may give 
in favour of Mr‘O’Connor is thought, by the friends of the 
latter Gentleman to be of fo much confequence, that they in- 
tend to forego the manifeft advantages which the accufed might 
derive from the {plendid talenes and unrivalled eloquence of this 
eminent advocate, in order to have the benefit of his teftimony 
—teftimony which, it fhould feem, confiftently with the eti- 
quette of the bar, he could not give fo advantagcoully for 
the prifoner, were he employed as,Counfel to defetid him.——~

Yefterday arrived a courier from Madrid, with in- 
telligence that the Prince of Peace, on the 28th March 
gave in his refignation of the office of Prime Minitter, 
and Commandant of the life guards\—The King provi- 
fionally appointed as his fucceffor, as Prime Minifter, 
M. Saavedra, Minifter of Finance, and as Command. 
ant of the Guards the Marquis Ruchena unconditional- 
ly. It is reported .that the fucceffor of the Prince of 
Peace will be the Chevalier d’Azzara, lately appointed 
Ambaffador to France. His well known’ principles 
will confolidate the good underftanding between France 
and Spain, which might have been difturbed if the 
Prince of Peace had remained at the head of affairs. 
It is thought the retreat of the Prince of Peace is not 
difagreeable to the Directory, who are faid to have fuf- 
pected him of phage too much with England, or 
even conceiving the defign of a’ reconciliation fooner or 
later with that power. M. Saavedra, the temporary 
fucceflor of the Prince of Peace, is firmly attached to 
what is called the French party.

In the foregoing columns of this paper our Readers
